T here’s nothing lower than racism in my eyes. I remember a time playing 
for my local Saturday football team, which had a couple of players of 
different ethnic minorities, and hearing a racist comment directed at one of 
my players. I lost the plot completely, squaring up to the opposition player 
and things escalated quickly. I was sent off for my reaction, but to this day am in 
no way ashamed of what I did. 

You can probably guess, then, how I felt listening to our lead profile, Ian 
Wright, this month. It’s appalling to hear about the racist abuse he suffered as a 
player, and it’s a problem that I don’t believe has gone away, even if FIFA believe 
it has. There are a lot of idiots out there at football games who see the colour of 
someone’s skin as an excuse to hurl abuse, all in the name of ‘supporting their 
team’. The FA in England have done a lot to eradicate this - as a qualified coach, I 
am well versed in that - but as the equally horrific sexual abuse scandal engulfs 
football at present, the problem of racism has been somewhat sidelined. It’s more 
important than ever given what’s happening in the world to not forget about it. 

I like to think of Ian Wright in a much more positive light. He was one of my 
first footballing heroes when I went to watch Crystal Palace as a youngster. 

‘Wright and Bright’ sounds like some corny musical duo, or the latest detectives to 
hit our TV screens, but were in fact the prolific strike force that propelled Crystal 
Palace into the top division, with Mark Bright chipping in his fair share of goals 
too. Interestingly both have gone on to be excellent pundits too, suggesting they had the brains as well as the 
ball skills. Our feature on the Peckham boxing gym that is encouraging the community to get fit made me 
wish that I had experienced it sooner - it would have come in handy that day on the football pitch. 

I hope you enjoy the issue... 

Just as Living South Resident was going to print, we heard about the passing of Lawrence White, founder of 
the marvellous Roullier White. So sad to hear and he will be greatly missed.

THE BOY 
DONE 



From a rough upbringing on a south east London estate to 
becoming a record breaker, Ian Wright’s career as a 
footballing legend has never strayed too far from home 



w 


ith the modem 
game of 
football 
inarguably a 


global phenomenon, the 
English Premier League sees 
players from every far-flung 
comer of the Earth pitching 
up to try their hand in the 
spiritual home of the 
beautiful game. Yet as this 
international marketplace 
ticks over to the tune of 
hundreds of millions every 
year, it can be easy to forget 
the struggles that young 
black players had to 
overcome when trying to 
break into the professional game 
mere decades ago. 

Ian Wright was one such player who 
made his mark during that difficult time, 
part of a cadre of young black players at 
Crystal Palace who faced abuse on a 
weekly basis from both opposing players 
and the hostile terraces for nothing more 
than the colour of their skin. But 
overcoming the hostility, Wright went on 
to become Palace’s post-war record goal 
scorer, before making the switch across 
London to break records at Arsenal as 
well. Having carved himself a successful 
career as a pundit since hanging up his

boots, Wright has simply 
become synonymous with 
British football. 

‘When I was at Palace we 
had myself, Mark Bright, 

John Salako, Andy Gray and 
Tony Finnegan who were the 
force that drove that team to 
the First Division,’ explains 
the 53-year-old. ‘Whatever 
some people thought of us, in 
the end they relied on us. That 
was also when Viv Anderson and Paul 
Ince were showing that black players 
weren’t just there to play on the wing. It 
was a time when attitudes were shifting.’ 

Wright will forever be considered a 
Palace legend - even going so far as 
being recently voted the Eagles’ Player 
of the Century - but his enduring love 
affair with football began on an estate in 
Brockley. ‘Everyone else had bikes, so a 
couple of us would get left on the estate 
sometimes,’ Wright recalls. ‘We’d play 
in the communal area where they had 
concrete poles that were meant to be for 
hanging washing, but made great

goalposts. We’d play a game with no 
dribbling, just shooting from wherever 
the ball was. We’d play all day.’ 

His first experience of the professional 
game was also in the capital - at a place 
where the blood and thunder of English 
football has occasionally spilled over into 
violence: the home of Millwall FC. 

‘I used to stay at my aunt’s in Deptford - 
that’s when I started to go see Millwall,’ 
Wright explains. ‘The Den could be 
confusing. The crowd would spend the 
whole game hurling out racial abuse 
at players, but they’d lift 
us to the front so we 
could see and they’d 
be stopping all the 
time to make sure we 
weren’t getting crushed.’ 

Thankfully for the 
young Wright, his years 
of experience playing 
Sunday morning football 
on the various estates of 
London had rendered 
him impervious to the 
kinds of abuse hurled at 
him when he ran out with 
Palace and, later, Arsenal. 

‘Even the worst crowds at 
Football League matches 
couldn’t get near what 
used to happen playing 
on the Ferrier estate!’ 

Wright exclaims. 

Wright, who was 
awarded MBE status soon 
after retiring in 2000, 
deserves his many 
accolades - a record- 
breaker through and 
through. Signing for Arsenal 


at 29, the London club paid 
£2.5 million for his services - a 
club record at the time that 
pales in comparison to the 
£42.5 million capture of Mesut 
Ozil that currently holds 
Arsenal’s transfer fee top spot. 

He followed up his lethal 
stretch up front for Palace - 
where he hit 117 goals in 277 
appearances - by being the 
Gunners’ top scorer for six 
seasons in a row. He ended his 
Arsenal career in 1998 with 
185 goals in 288 appearances - 
a record he held until Thierry 
Henry broke it seven 
years later. 

He is also quick to point 
out that, despite there 
being several 
examples of 
footballers seemingly 
bursting into the 
Premier League from 
apparent non-league 
obscurity, his path from 
Sunday morning to the 
top flight was unique. 
Players like Jamie Vardy 
- to use a recent 
example - were well- 
known to bigger 
clubs, and ‘probably 
the best non¬ 
league footballer’ 
at the time of his 
transfer to future 
underdog champions 
Leicester. Wright, 
meanwhile, was a Sunday 
morning player when he was 


approached by Crystal Palace - skirting 
non-league football completely to go 
from amateur to the old Second Division 
and beyond. 

The proud Londoner may have left his 
roots in the south of the city to win the 
Premier League with Arsenal, but one of 
his lasting recollections allies both 
Wright’s origins and the club where he 
would go on to achieve so much: making 
his first appearance as a Gunner in 1991 
alongside his childhood friend from the 
south London estate he grew up on, David 
‘Rocky’ Rocastle, who tragically died of 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma aged just 33. 

‘It’s one of my favourite memories,’ 
Wright says. ‘David had just scored the 
first goal in a four-nil win -1 got the 
other three. It was my greatest game in 
football. I’d hit the shot and he’d got the 
rebound. To be there with Rocky, both of 
us from Brockley and both of us on the 
score sheet...’ He pauses and smiles: 

‘That was the perfect day.’

The good and the sad about living in south east London 


S ometimes a girl needs cheering up and when 
a weekend in Venice (the solution to all ills, 
in my opinion) is out of the question, then it’s 
good to have something on your own 
doorstep that can do the trick.

W ith Street Feast set to 
unveil a new rooftop 
venue in Canary Wharf, 
Model Market re-opening 
in Lewisham in April, and a tasty array 
of pops-ups and new openings, now’s the 
time to tuck into street food. 

Not that long ago, if you wanted to 
take your pick from candied bacon 
burgers with shoestring fries, mini-naan 
sliders topped with Goan pulled pork, or 
jerk veggie bean cakes with tropical 
mayo, you’d probably have headed for 
east London, but now we’re spoilt for 
choice on our doorstep, with Canary 
Wharf the latest place to get its own 
permanent street food venue. 

Street Feast, who run Dinerama in 
Shoreditch and Hawker House in Canada 
Water, are opening their third all-year 
round premises on the top of Crossrail 
Place this month. It will be open seven 
days a week and feature a combination 
of street food traders and bars. ‘We’ll be 
offering something unique and authentic 
for local workers and residents, as well 
as helping Canary Wharf become a 
destination for Londoners and visitors,’ 
explains co-founder Henry Dimbleby. 

The Canary Wharf opening marks the 
continuing expansion of Street Feast, 
which operates under its parent company 
London Union, following a £2.5 million 
crowd funding campaign last year. They 
now have plans for five more large street 
food arenas in London markets over the 


next five years, as well as a permanent 
street food market in a central 
London location. 

Street Feast’s winning formula has 
already proved popular in Lewisham 
town centre where four years ago they 
took over the former Model Market and 
created an indoor/outdoor night market, 
keeping many of the original shop fronts 
and creating ten micro-diners and five 
bars as well as the High Line rooftop bar. 
In mid-April Model Market is back for 
another season of food, drink and good 
times on Friday and Saturday nights 
from 5pm-lam. 

But you don’t have to wait until April 
to tuck into street food south of the river. 
Such is its popularity, some Street Feast 
traders like Mama’s Jerk, who cook up 
‘new style Caribbean street food’, have 
now also opened permanent premises 
locally. At the end of last year the 
family-run business moved into one of 
the railway arches in the new Deptford 
Market Yard development by Deptford 
station, where they serve up jerk 
chicken, jerk fish cakes and jerk veggie 
bean cakes seven days a week, all made 
with jerk BBQ sauce from a secret 
family recipe. And they are now at 
Catford Broadway Theatre too, serving 
food alongside their Deptford neighbour, 
the popular Little’s Nan’s Bar, who have 
been getting into the street food scene 
with a Monday night Curry Night hosted 
by Brockley’s Masala Wala.

Street Food from across the globe is 
also on offer at Greenwich Market, 
where you can sample everything from 
freshly made empanadas and ravioli to 
dim sum and dampfnudel, and every 
Saturday at Brockley Market where, 
alongside the seasonal fruit and veg, you 
can get breakfast, brunch and lunch all 
freshly cooked up in front of you. 

Regular Brockley 
Market traders include 
Luardos, with their 
Mexican wraps, 

Mother Flipper, with 
their burgers served 
with maple syrup, 
candied bacon and 
melted cheese, and tea and crumpets 
from Brockley’s Good and Proper Tea. 

And some of the market’s stallholders 
have headed indoors too. Regular trader, 
Flavours of Spain, who sell artisan 
cheeses, charcuterie and small batch 
wines, started with a month long pop-up 
just up the road at No 57 Loampit Vale 
in August 2015 and it 


worked so well they have now opened as 
tapas bar L’Oculto, offering a Wednesday 
to Saturday menu that includes Galician 
octopus and Cantabrian anchovies. 

After running pop-up supper clubs in 
New Cross and Camberwell, gourmet 
wrap maker Mike & Ollie has opened 
the much-lauded Queen’s restaurant in 
Camberwell Church Street, which serves 
an array of charcoal 
cooked dishes. 

Many cafes are also 
opening up their 
premises to street food 
chefs after hours, 
particularly at 
weekends. Current 
pop-ups include Spanish Particular, 
which started out serving traditional 
homemade Spanish food with a twist at 
The London Particular in New Cross, 
and is at Space No 61 in Nunhead (1-4 
March) and Brockley Mess (9-11 and 
16-18 March). On a Friday night at the 
Cafe of Good Hope in Hither Green you 
can find Damascus Chef, 
Abdullah Alawyed, who 
cooks food inspired by 
his Bedouin upbringing. 

And pop-ups are 
proving so popular 
locally that Time Out 
Love London Award 
winner Saigon Streat, 
who offer a menu of 
freshly cooked 
Vietnamese dishes, is 
now doing two venues a 
night. On a Thursday 
they are at both

Archibalds cafes in Lee and Catford, on 
Friday they’re at The Plumtree Cafe in 
Greenwich and Arlo & Moe in Brockley, 
and on Saturday it’s The Plum Tree Cafe 
and Arlo & Moe in Hither Green. 

Jamie Mockridge from Aloe & Moe 
explains why pop-ups work so well. ‘We 
don’t open in the evening so it makes 
sense for someone else to use our 
kitchen, especially in Hither Green 
where you are limited where you can eat 
out. It gives local chefs a platform, and 
for them it is much more cost effective 
than renting out a property full time.’ 

Arlo & Moe also host Oily’s Turkish 
in Crofton Park on a Thursday evening 
and then at Hither Green on a Friday. 
‘Oily lives in Lewisham and runs the 
pop-ups with his mum. It’s Turkish food, 
but brought up to date, so instead of 
stuffed vine leaves they have kale, and 
it’s very popular,’ Mockridge adds. ‘It 
means people get a choice of cuisines. 
Turkish one night, Vietnamese another, 
and then a Sunday bunch of scrambled 
eggs and toast, all at the same venue.’ 

It all really is a moveable feast...

Meet Lisa Barlow-Weber, the 
self-confessed sneakerhead who 
has brought London’s first 
women only sneaker store to 
Deptford Market Yard 


W ith Shoreditch acknowledged to have 
reached peak hipster, the insurgent 
Deptford recently ranked high in Travel 
Supermarket’s Hip Hang-Out 
Neighbourhood Index, along with the neighbouring 
Peckham and New Cross. Once home to the Royal 
Navy, Deptford boasts a colourful dockyard history - 
but now, the area has become the locality of choice for 
a host of eclectic independent boutiques, bars and 
eateries centred around the new Deptford Market Yard. 

It stands to reason that the fashion-forward females 
in the area should be in need of the right shoes. Enter 
Lisa Barlow-Weber. The entrepreneur, Blackheath 
resident and former Bristolian is the brains behind 
premium street wear boutique Kickslove. Arch 131 is 
a fun space in which the most retro, exclusive and 
limited edition sneakers to ‘drop’ are carefully curated 
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feature

and displayed amongst apparel and cool swimwear. 
There’s also a range of Versace-esque printed 
leggings, the result of a collaboration between 
Kickslove and celebrated local graffiti artist INS A 
(who, incidentally, also designed the striking mural 
on the floor of the boutique). 

Families, Goldsmiths’ students, dancers from 
Trinity Laban, Peckham fashionistas and 
sneakophiles from further afield come together to 
browse the shelves to a soundtrack featuring 
Beyonce and Kanye West. You’ll also find a vast 
library of literature on the subject of street wear and 
sneakerhead culture, as well as the latest editions of 
Hypebeast - a magazine dedicated to the subject. 

‘It covers new, up and coming brands and designers, 
and they always talk about the latest releases. If you 
want to know what shoes are dropping, you go to 
Hypebeast ,’ states Barlow-Weber. ‘The female 
version online is Hypebae, and it’s a great way to 
check out all the latest looks.’ Girls from Peckham 
really know their stuff, she tells me, and tend to 
know exactly what they want. 

So, what sparked Barlow-Weber’s passion for 
footwear, and led her to set up a store for girls and 
for girls only? ‘When I was 16, my first job was at 
Footlocker back in Bristol,’ she says. ‘I always 
wanted to work at Nike, and I got a job in 
merchandising there so I was very lucky. I was there 
for six years, which was a dream. I did a lot of 
consumer research and I realised that there just 
wasn’t a female sneakerhead destination in London. 
There’s always been lots for guys - like Foot Patrol 
- but there wasn’t one for us.’

Bred stands for black and red - a 
colour way synonymous with the 
famous Air Jordan 1 created by 
Michael Jordan. The Airmax was 
one of the first ever shoes to 
expose the air-cushioned sole unit 
in the shoe. 



Chuck Taylor All Stars 

The classic chucks came out back 
in the 1920s. Wear them with 
anything, dressed up or dressed 
down. It is known as the shoe that 
revolutionised basketball, named 
after the American basketball 
player and shoe salesman Charles 
Hollis 'Chuck' Taylor. 



Fenty X Puma 
Rihanna Creeper 

Rihanna is a game changer in the 
creative world - as a singer, an 
actress, a fashion designer. Her 
first design as PUMA Women's 
Creative Director mixes the iconic 
suede with a little bit of punk and 
a little bit of rebel, inspired by the 
NYC punk rock style.

The womenswear at Oska in 
Blackheath is comfortable, yet 
stylish. Asian-inspired silhouettes 
are incorporated into colourful 
lively designs, accented with 
intricate details such as unusually 
shaped buttons and collars. The 
look is relaxed, but also fun. 


The space she has created is one in which she 
hopes girls will feel comfortable shopping, or even 
just learning about sneaker culture and chatting 
about shoes. She defines a fully-fledged sneakerhead 
as someone who ‘lives and breathes sneakers, all 
day, every day, knows a bit about the history, has 
more than an average collection, follows the 
influences within the community, and goes along to 
the events within it’. 

When it comes to her own fashion sense, she 
describes herself as ‘quite a purist’, preferring 
original styles from the 70s and 80s, to fusions of 
heritage styles and new technologies. ‘I like Air Max 
90, Air Max 1 and Reebok classics. In what I wear, I 
like to mix high-end pieces with street wear.’ When 
we catch up, she’s sporting Zara trousers, Air Max 
97 and a statement Moschino gold bangle. 

Favourite nearby haunts include the popular Little 
Nan’s Bar just opposite - ‘I always just call it 
Tristan’s,’ she laughs, referring to Tristan Scutt, the 
entrepreneur who set up the chain inspired by his 
grandmother’s belongings. ‘I like The Waiting Room 
for coffee, and if I’m going to get a tattoo I’ll go to 
Kids Love Ink on Deptford High Street.’ 

For girls looking for their first introduction to the 
wonderful world of sneaker culture, we’d wager that 
her store is the best place in London to start, while 
those already initiated are sure to find exactly what 
they’re looking for.

SEA OF 
CHANGE 

How the Cutty Sark was an inspiration behind 
the latest development from Family Mosaic, 
The Gramercy Greenwich

F amily Mosaic has launched its 

latest mixed-tenure development, 
The Gramercy Greenwich, a 
unique collection of two and 
three bedroom apartments, and two, three 
and four bedroom townhouses located 
just moments away from the historic 
Cutty Sark. We spoke to Rob Owen, 
Senior Designer of The Manser Practice, 
about their involvement and being 
inspired by the area. 

How long were you working on The 
Gramercy Greenwich project? The 

Manser Practice spent several months 
working on the private sale show 
apartment for The Gramercy. This 
included working with Family Mosaic to 
confirm finishes, furniture, lighting and 
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artwork for the various spaces and 
ensuring our strong concept continued 
throughout the apartment. 

What was your initial brief? Family 
Mosaic set us a brief to design a show 
home that would stand out from the 
competition, while effectively 
communicating to their target audience 
market the message of high quality and 
stylish living. 

It’s such an historic area - was that a 
key driver behind the design? We were 
inspired by Greenwich’s strong maritime 
heritage and in particular the Cutty Sark, 
its journeys to far flung destinations 
across the globe as well as its 
construction. The use of timber on a 
metal frame meant the Cutty Sark was an 
elegant and fast vessel, which mainly 
transported wool from Australia as well 
as teas. We reflected its intricate structure 
and precious cargo in our design. 

Can you offer examples of how history 
influenced some of the design touches? 

Many of the furniture items have 
expressed steel frames and reclaimed 
timber to reflect the Cutty Sark’s 
construction, but are still modem and 
contemporary. For example to create an 
impactful entranceway we chose a slim 
structured console featuring exotic 
timber and a black steel frame and paired

it with a beautiful woollen wall hanging, 
reminiscent of pieces brought back by 
sailors. The artwork in the apartment has 
a strong maritime and nautical theme to 
draw together the spaces. 

Are light and space two key aspects of 
the final design? The tall windows and 
large balcony doors mean that all spaces 
in the apartment have a lot of natural 
light. We have utilised this in a variety of 
ways in the design; controlling the light 
carefully to create an atmospheric master 
bedroom whilst maximising it in the 
living area to give an open family feel.

How did you implement outside space? 

The apartment has a great terrace space 
right off the living area. We wanted it to 
feel as though this space continued out 
on the terrace, so used similar colours 
outside, and it’s a perfect spot for a 
morning coffee. 

Who do you think these apartments will 
suit? We feel the apartment will appeal to 
a variety of people including first time 
buyers living in the immediate and 
surrounding area, as well as young 
professionals. As the transport links are 
fantastic for the City and Canary Wharf, 
we envisage a lot of interest from 
professional urbanites and first time 
buyers working in financial sector. 

Has The Manser Practice worked on lots 
of projects in and around Greenwich? 

We have worked on several interior 
design schemes around Greenwich. 

It is a very exciting part of London 
to be involved in because of the 
mix of history, culture and the 
ongoing redevelopment. 

Does the area boast some interesting 
architecture to work with? There are 
some beautiful buildings across 
Greenwich, the most obvious being the 
Royal Observatory and Old Royal Naval 
College, but there are also some fantastic 
modem buildings too, the Peter Harrison 
Planetarium for example. 

What’s to come for The Manser 
Practice? As well as working on a 
number of residential schemes across 
London, the interior design team are 
working on several hotels and bar/ 
restaurant projects. Working across 
different sectors helps to keep our 
designs innovative and ensure we don’t 
fall into the trap of repeating designs. On 
top of developing new relationships we 
hope to build on existing ones, including 
Family Mosaic as they build 
developments to suit a community. 

Prices at the Gramercy Greenwich start at 
£635,000 for a two bedroom apartment.

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A WORK

The Creative Director ofMaisha Design writes 
about how this warehouse development on the 
river brightened up her life

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e design works 
rfectly with the 
abundance of stunning art 
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B eing based in Shad Thames, we 
have worked in several 
warehouse developments and 
each has thrown up a different 
set of issues/challenges. Space is not 
usually a big issue because, by their very 
nature, warehouse spaces tend to be 
more open with less restriction such as 
structural walls. However, more 
challenging is the waste and drainage 
facilities, which restricts the position of 
the kitchens and bathrooms. 

Our client’s brief was to redesign and 
reconfigure a large fully open plan studio 
apartment to create a more functional 
space with areas that could be partitioned 
off for privacy without compromising on 
the open plan feeling of the space. In 


Our job was to come up with a design 
that complemented the artwork 

addition, he asked that we maintain an 
element of the industrial warehouse feel 
in keeping with the unique character of 
the building. We also had to provide a 
neutral enough backdrop to house the 
client’s eclectic collection of artwork and 
accessories. The artwork gave us a very 
clear insight into his very unique style. 

So our job was to come up with a design 
and a backdrop that complemented his 
collection by providing an interesting, 
but neutral backdrop. 

If I had to choose my personal 
favourite piece of art, it is the portrait in 
blue tones in the living room section. It 
provides a perfect focal point in the 
space. Rather than have it on the wall, it 
is propped up on a beautiful wooden 
chest and surrounded by other 
fascinating artefacts. 

It was critical that the colour palette 
on the walls was neutral enough not to 
fight with the vivid colours of the 
artwork. The only strong colour we used 
was on the middle wall that separates the 
living space from the bedroom area,

bottom half of the wall. This was to help 
define separation of the space and 
provide a backdrop to the large wooden 
sliding doors that separate the space. 

Our starting point was a large open 
plan studio apartment and, while we 
wanted to zone areas, we didn’t want to 
lose the overall feeling of openness. 

The open plan living space with the 
kitchen with a large island in the middle 
is intended to be both functional and 
very social. 

When the large sliding doors are 
pulled back the bedroom is fully visible 
from the living room, so the design 
needed to be clean and uncluttered. We 


continued with a neutral 
colour palette, but selected 
a slightly quirky design for 
the headboard. We used 
hidden LED light to bring 
warmth to the brick wall. 
All the accessories were 
the client’s own collected from his 
travels around the world. We helped 
provide the backdrop and arrange them. 
The bath is the one piece we kept from 
the flat before refurbishment. We had it 
repaired and fitted modem taps.

Combat any drizzle outdoors by having your cake and eating it 


S uccessful cake making is all in 
the preparation. The raising 
agent will be activated as soon 
as it comes into contact with any 
of the wet ingredients, so to ensure a 
good rise it’s important to get it straight 
into a pre-heated oven. 

A light sponge relies on the chemistry 
between the butter, sugar, eggs, flour and 
raising agent. It’s vital that the eggs and 
butter are at room temperature before 
you start. The first step is to cream 
the butter and the sugar. As the 
sugar crystals melt they 
create pockets of air that 
become trapped in the 
semi-solid fat. The 
trapped air and C02 
released from the raising 
agent expands with the 
heat from the oven, causing 
the cake to rise. 

The next step it to incorporate 
the eggs. Many recipes tell you to add 
the eggs one at a time, but that’s too 
many egg molecules for the fat to 
emulsify with in one go and the mix will 
split. Instead beat the eggs thoroughly 
then add gradually with the paddle still 
beating. Next sift the self-raising flour 
over the cake mix; this is important as it 
will ensure the flour is as light and airy 
as possible. Very carefully fold it 
together with a large metal spoon. 

To create a moist cake the batter can’t 
be too dry. Add enough milk so a 
spoonful of batter drops easily off the 
spoon when tipped up. Finally, don’t 
undercook your cake. It should feel firm, 
but bouncy in the centre.

• Serves 8 

• Preparation time: 30 mins 

• Cooking time: 50 minutes 


1 Pre-heat oven to 180C, and grease and line a 
21b loaf tin. 


For the sponge 

175g butter - soft 
175g caster sugar 
Zest from 1 unwaxed lemon 
3 eggs - room temperature 
175g self-raising flour 
Splash of milk 


2 Cream the butter, sugar and zest for 10 minutes 
until pale and fluffy. 


3 Beat the eggs and add slowly, beating all the 
time. Sift in the self-raising flour and fold together. 


4 Add enough milk to bring to dropping 
consistency. Spoon into the tin and smooth the 
top. Bake for 50 minutes in the centre of the oven. 


For the drizzle 

1 OOg demerara sugar 
Juice from 1 grapefruit 
Zest from 1 lemon 


5 Mix the drizzle ingredients together. When the 
cake is cooked leave to cool for 5 minutes then 
poke holes into the top with a skewer and 
gradually pour over the drizzle. Cool in the tin 
before turning out.

E very now and again, this job 
surprises me. Booked into 
visiting Indian Essence in 
Petts Wood on a cold, wet 
Sunday night, it felt like a chore to 
drag myself away from the fire of 
my south east London home. I 
admit, I wasn’t really in the mood - 
but as soon as I arrived, celebrated 
chef Atul Kochhar’s magic touch 
was all over this five star experience. 

Benares has long been one of my 
favourite restaurants in the city, so it 
was a surprise - the first of many - 
to see his name above the door out in Zone 5. 
But far from this being a money grab, you can 
really tell a lot of love has been poured into 
creating a menu that was simply superb. Being 
a fussy eater, it’s very rare that I struggle to 
choose my dishes for a meal, but I was 
mentally fighting over the kebab selection and 
chicken tikka pie right until the last moment 
when our attentive waitress really needed an 
answer after patiently waiting for too long. 

I plumped for the latter and I am delighted I 
did. It looks, strangely, like a creme brulee, but 
don’t go expecting sweet sensations: this 
packed a real punch, beautifully offset by the 
spiced prune compote. My wife’s grilled 
prawns, likewise, were exemplary. A nice touch 
followed, with a small sorbet offering a chance 
to cleanse the palate before the mains.

Again I decided on trying 
something a little different to 
what I am used to. The Railway 
Lamb Curry is an Anglo/Indian 
dish that is served up in a fiery 
sauce with a lamb samosa and 
masala roast potato, with the 
tender cuts of meat a real joy. 

I paired that with some spiced 
roasted aubergine - my thing of 
the moment - which surprisingly (that word 
again) was hotter than my actual curry, but no 
less enjoyable. Karen’s cod was served up on a 
beetroot mash and looked fabulous, but I had no 
time for it due to busily dismantling my own 
curry. High quality all round. 

Chatting to managing director Jitindar 
Singh, he proudly spoke of the fact the 
restaurant has become something of a local 
favourite in Petts Wood, and it was abundantly 
clear on the night we visited. There were 
couples enjoying a quiet dinner, some groups 
of four, and one birthday party too - all on a 
cold, miserable Sunday night. Trust me, this is 
worth travelling for, whatever the weather.

From budding professionals to those looking for a new way to boost their 
fitness, everyone is welcome at London Community Boxing in Peckham

T hink of a boxing gym and many 
of us are likely to envisage a 
dingy dive bursting with burly 
chaps with broken noses and 
menacing stares. But London 
Community Boxing, housed in two 
railway arches just off Bellenden Road, 
is as welcoming as one of the many 
stylish bars, restaurants and cafes that 
have popped up here in recent years. 

It took founder Leigh Bruce nearly 
four years to find the surprisingly airy 
space, decorated with bright murals by 
local graffiti artists, but otherwise white 
and bright with plenty of natural sunlight 
flooding in. A former city worker, Bruce 
had been a regular at a boxing club in 
Heme Hill for years - he was training 
there daily when the financial crisis hit. 

‘Boxing kept me sane,’ says Bmce, 
who grew up in Paris, went to university 


in the US and worked in Greece as a 
journalist before moving to south east 
London with his British wife. Aware of 
the manifold benefits of the sport - 
numerous studies have shown boxing 
training can boost not just physical 
wellbeing, but help 
reduce stress, improve 
concentration, 
discipline and focus - 
when McKenzie’s 
closed, he and another 
former member, Hilary 
Lissenden, founded 
LCB in 2012 to bring boxing to those 
who wouldn’t normally consider the 
sport an option. 

Registered as a charity in 2013, under 
the Mayor’s Sports Participation 
Programme, LCB engaged more than 
2,500 young people aged 11 to 25 years 


across five south London boroughs. Over 
the past four years, the charity has 
worked with more than 5,000 people 
across south London, many of them 
vulnerable, marginalised or excluded 
members of the community, the majority 
of whom were 
previously inactive. 

The gym itself 
opened in December 
2015 and offers a wide 
range of classes, 
available on a 
membership and drop- 
in basis. Members can stop by any time 
during the opening hours of 6am-10pm 
on weekdays (9am-5pm at weekends) 
and there’s always a coach on hand for 
those who fancy some pad work or 
sparring (which is always supervised by 
a trained member of staff). The gym is

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home to LCB’s England Boxing 
registered amateur boxing club for those 
interested in competing. The charity also 
has a mobile boxing arena, which can be 
erected within an hour in almost any 
indoor or outdoor space (it proved an 
immensely popular attraction at last 
year’s Lambeth County Show). 

Bruce says he was keen create a space 
that people from all walks of life can 
enjoy. With women-only classes and the 
Tiny Tots (ages 4-7) and Junior (ages 
7-10) Academies among the regular 
fixtures on the timetable, LCB is 
achieving just that. T know that boxing 
has so many benefits and the people who 
come here and attend our outreach 
events often take away much more than 
they realise,’ concludes Bruce.

MAR ADENTRO, LOS CABOS 

Mar Adentro in Los Cabos, a two-hour flight from Mexico City, is the most 
jaw-dropping hotel I’ve ever seen. A passion project for Mexican architect 
Miguel Angel Aragones, this modernist paradise is a monument to the sea 
with uninterrupted views of the horizon (the central hub of the hotel has 
only three walls) and pools that lead the water right into the hotel.

ANTICAVILLA, CUERNAVACA 

Known as the City of Eternal Spring, 
Cuernavaca is the retreat of Mexico 
City’s wealthy residents. Lush, lovely 
and safe (the Governor of the city lives 
in the neighbourhood), it’s a wonderful 
antidote to the msh of the capital. 
Anticavilla Restaurant, Hotel & SPA, a 
new Small Luxury Hotels of the World 
boutique property, is just beautiful. From 
the outside, the original Colonial 
hacienda appears as it was - a grand 
stone-arch entrance, cobbled courtyard 
with central fountain, white walls and 
flower boxes.

The start of a series of articles looking at some 
of the biggest decisions parents and children 
need to make when it comes to their schooling 
First up, boarding or day schools?

E njoy Education will be running a 
series of articles in 2017 to 
address the common questions 
they receive from parents when 
making key decisions for their children’s 
education. We begin the series by 
addressing one of the most popular 
dilemmas parents face: whether to choose 
a boarding school or a day school. Every 
school is unique, however here are some 
overarching practicalities to consider. 

What impact do schools have on family 
life? When families are choosing whether 
to board or not, one of the first questions 
they may ask is what it will be like to be 
apart. Contrary to popular belief, 
boarding can promote strong family 
relationships. Living separately during 
term time can prevent parents and 
children arguing over everyday matters 
(room tidiness, homework, bedtime), 
allowing families to spend quality time 
together over the holidays. Regardless of 
whether you choose boarding or day, it’s 


important to find a school that reflects 
your family’s values. Although parents 
with children at day school will find they 
have more control over everyday 
decisions in their child’s life and 
upbringing, all schools play a huge part 
in your child’s development. Pastoral 
care should be central to the ethos of all 
schools, especially if your child is 
boarding, with support networks in place 
to help children grow into happy, 
confident learners. 

What role do schools play in daily 
routine? Parents with busy work lives 
may find that boarding school offers the 
best option to give their child the support 
and supervision they need. Pupils can 
pursue their hobbies and save time and 
energy avoiding extensive travel back 
and forth between various clubs and 
activities. If your child is at a day school, 
travel can naturally occupy a substantial 
portion of your family’s free time. 
However, it’s likely that you will have

more access to your child’s day to day 
developments at school. These daily 
catch ups are harder to foster in boarding 
schools, but phones and Skype sessions 
can help! 

How do schools foster independence? 

At boarding school, children experience 
a fully immersive education both inside 
and outside of the classroom. Pupils who 
board have the opportunity to gain life 
skills out of traditional school hours, 
preparing them well for independent 
living at university and beyond. Day 
school pupils on the other hand are 
responsible for organising their own 
schedule, which can help them to strike a 
good work/life balance in the future. 

However, the independence offered 
by boarding schools can be lonely, 
sometimes for parents more than their 
children. Children may inevitably feel 
homesick as they become accustomed to 
being away from home for the first time. 

Whatever decision you make, it’s 
important to remember that each child is 
different and therefore the environment 
that they flourish in may also differ. 

There is no right or wrong answer, only 
what is right for you and your family. 
You may want to choose between 
boarding or day school for different 
stages of your child’s life. The key is to 
find a school where your child feels at 
home, whether they decide to make it 
their term-time home or not.

DREAMS 

Alleyn’s School’s Head of Outreach describes the 
impact of pupils heading into the community to 
meet elderly people in need of a little connection

A s soon as the opportunity was 
presented to me - to help 
become a driving force 
behind the international 
movement for ‘Sweet Readers’, a charity 
that connects young people with the 
elderly suffering from Alzheimer’s 
disease - I knew that it was worth 
investing the time and effort to make it 
happen. And indeed it was. 

We are all affected in some way by 
old age; whether it is contact with 
grandparents, neighbours or indeed 
simply the realisation that we are ageing 
ourselves every day. To enable our 
young peoples’ eyes to be opened to 
Alzheimer’s disease and to connect with 
their elderly partners each week has been 
astonishing and I am not ashamed to 


admit that every week I am overcome 
with emotion watching as the 
relationships develop. Indeed, on week 
one of the programme, I was unsure 
about whether we could do this - a 
whole host of problems occurred that 
were difficult to manage and, as 
secondary teachers, we were very much 
‘out of our comfort zone’. Yet I shouldn’t 
have been worried. As I looked over at 
one of our young Sweet Readers, Alfie 
aged 11, and witnessed him simply put 
his hand over his elderly partner’s saying 
‘it’s ok, I’m so looking forward to 
getting to know you’ and seeing the 
calming effect on Anita, aged 85,1 
thought ‘Wow - I can learn so much 
from our youngsters’. Powerful learning 
that goes so far beyond a classroom. 


So at Alleyn’s School, we decided to 
invest fully in the project and have now 
re-designed our timetable to allow two 
classes of pupils to participate in Sweet 
Readers in our first year. We take out 13 
pupils at a time, with the remaining 13 
staying in school and receiving more 
personalised teaching in their subjects at 
school. After six weeks of the project, 
the children then rotate, to allow every 
single member of the group to get 
involved. This inclusivity is so very 
important - the young people are not 
hand-picked and even the shyest, most 
reluctant pupils have demonstrated an 
amazing journey and new found 
confidence through the project. Every 
week, our Sweet Readers are literally 
‘buzzing’ and wanting to share what they 
have learned about their elderly partner 
with our team. 

So I am incredibly proud to be a part 
of this amazing initiative and the first 
British school to take on this work. Not 
only do I firmly believe that this is an 
example of life-long learning, it has also 
really helped open my own eyes as an 
adult to identity, to discovering the 
person behind the disease and has 
brought a richness to my working week. 

I now can’t imagine my job without it.

Olave’s 
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BREAK THE MOULD 

Blackheath High School - a girls only environment where 
there are no limits and no gender stereotypes

I t's a given that one of the many benefits of 
a 'girls only' education is a classroom 
environment that is a gender stereotype 
free zone. The students at Blackheath High 
are as likely to follow the STEM route as they are 
an Arts one, each girl choosing to follow their 
passion unencumbered by the old-fashioned 
view that our aptitude for a subject comes from 
our gender. 

However, education is not just limited to the 
classroom. Studies in the US have shown that 
participation in co-curricular activities correlates 
positively to academic success. In addition, 
co-curricular activities also develop skills that 
make students well-rounded and employable. 
Creativity, self-expression, tolerance, language 
and public speaking skills, social awareness, 
team work, the ability to relax, problem solving 
skills, leadership, concentration, patience, 
co-ordination and self-confidence are just 
some of the extra benefits of participation in 
co-curricular activities. 

So, in an environment where challenge is the 
cultural norm, and where there is an absence 
of gender stereotyping both inside and outside 
the classroom, girls will also stretch themselves in 
all of their co-curricular endeavours. They will 
be encouraged to explore new interests 
without feeling held back by what society 
might expect of them. 


Stereotypes are invidious things. They 
underpin prejudice and discrimination and 
place constraints on people's lives. So many of 
the influences acting on children seem to imply 
that there are "typical" ways of being a boy or 
a girl. Girls, in particular, need to resist the 
limitations of these stereotypes and build their 
emotional resilience, learning the value of risk¬ 
taking and the importance of being assertive. 

At Blackheath High, the 
broad range of 
co-curricular activities on 
offer provides girls with the 
opportunities to do just 
that. Girls can choose to 
both develop their skills 
and represent the school in drama, sport, art, 
public speaking and music. Sixth formers take 
on leadership roles, running societies for the 
younger students, an excellent preparation for 
participation in co-curricular life at university. 

Some of our most popular clubs and activities 
are those that break the stereotypical mould. 
Thanks to a grant from the Girls' Days School 
Trust, we recently started a 'Zen and the Art of 
Motorcycle Maintenance' club. Budding 
engineers meet weekly to work on a Royal 
Enfield motorbike. Inspired by the book that 
profoundly affected a generation, the girls learn 
about and practise mechanics. Their aim is to 


restore the bike to its former glory so that it can 
be sold on with the profits being used to 
purchase the next bike and so on. Questioning 
the societal stereotype that motorbikes are only 
for boys, this club gives the girls the chance to 
problem solve as a team. Working on the bike 
hones the mechanical mind as putting an 
engine back together after you've taken it 
apart is really difficult! Whilst it might be as simple 
as needing to turn a

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RISKY BUSINESS 

Are your savings depreciating? Sterling & Law's Akwasi Duodu 
suggests it may be time to be a little braver 


I t hasn’t been an 
easy ride for people 
with savings. The 
best one can expect 
in a deposit account 
today without tying 
one’s money up for 
years is just over 1% per 
annum. But with real- 
world (CPI) inflation 
running at around 1.6%, your savings are 
depreciating! This phenomenon is 
forcing many savers who would never 
normally contemplate anything outside a 
deposit account to consider risk-based 
investments, such as shares ISAs. 

What’s the alternative? Is there such a 
thing as an investment that carries no 
investment risk but gives a return higher 
than inflation without a long term tie up 
commitment? Please get in touch if you 
know of such a thing. If you’re like the 
rest of us, perhaps it’s time to accept that 
getting a return on your money may 
involve taking some investment risk. It 
is, therefore, important that we discuss 
the subject. 

Investment risk: Risk is the 
probability or threat of loss, and dreading 
investment risk can cause paralysis and 
procrastination, both of which get you 
nowhere. The truth is that all 
investments, even deposits, carry some 
degree of investment risk. For example, 
if the money in your deposit account is 
depreciating, it is losing money, which is 
exactly what people who try to avoid 
investment risk are afraid of. 

There are a good few things to think 
about before considering how much 
investment risk you want to take, such 
as how much you can afford to invest, 
how long you can be without the 
money you’ve invested, whether you 
want growth or income or both, 
and the tax implications of your 
potential investment. 




It’s time to accept that 
getting a return on 
your money may 
involve investment risk 


Will I lose money? You should 
decide whether the safety of your money 
is a higher priority than growth. Perhaps 
you are willing to accept a higher 
investment risk to achieve a higher 
return on all or only part of your money. 

You can certainly find investments 
that guarantee you won’t lose money, but 
there is always a price to pay for such 
guarantees. Typically, this would mean 
one or more of the following: giving up 
part of your growth, paying a capital 
guarantee fee, and keeping the capital 
invested for a specific period when the 
guarantee would apply. 

The loss of sleep test: The elements 
that determine whether or not you 
achieve your investment goals would 
include the amount you’ve invested, the 
term, your rate of return after fees, taxes 
and inflation. If you cannot accept much 


investment risk in your investments, then 
you should expect a lower return. To 
compensate that, you may wish to 
consider investing more for longer. 

Your comfort level with investment 
risk is essentially the Toss of sleep test’. 
If you’re losing sleep over it, you’re 
taking too much investment risk! 
Investment risk is a personal thing and 
there is no right or wrong answer. 
Arguably, younger people can take more 
investment risk than older people, 
however the converse may also be true 
as older people tend to have more money 
to invest than younger people. 

Comfortable is not always 
profitable: You may need to step out of 
your comfort zone to realise significant 
gains. If you want a return of more than 
1 %, you’ll have to take some investment 
risk. Paying for an expert to run your 
investments for you in a properly 
diversified portfolio may well be the 
answer and a price worth paying.

Go for broke 

Haart, the leading independent estate 
agent with over 100 branches 
including in south east London, has 
released its latest Market Monitor 
data and is calling on the government 
to be creative in its Housing White 
Paper to get the market moving. 
‘We’ve seen a New Year surge in 
interest from potential buyers across 
the country - valuations, viewings 
and online searches are all up 
significantly,’ comments Paul Smith, 
CEO of haart. ‘This isn’t just a 
seasonal phenomenon. The second 
half of 2016 was one of subdued 
market activity as would-be buyers 
and sellers took stock in uncertain 
times, but this in turn created huge 
pent-up demand in the market that is 
now starting to return. Clearly a 
multitude of barriers are still 
hindering buyers from taking the 
plunge and the Housing White Paper 
is the Government’s opportunity to 
tackle them. Government stamp duty 
incentives for downsizers and first 
time buyers would be an easy way to 
get the market moving, while buy to 
let demand could easily be 
channelled into build to rent through 
incentives if the government refuses 
to drop its stamp duty surcharge on 
second homes. Solving the housing 
crisis will take action at both ends of 
the property market, and failure to 
recognise this will see the paper 
stumbling before it gets off the 
starting blocks. The government 
must be creative in its solutions and 
dare to think the politically 
unthinkable - limited green belt 
deregulation is a policy with the 
power to truly transform the 
supply of homes.’
